ished before help could be given. 

The’Attica und Buffalo Rail Road track, for the 
distance of nearly half a mile from the depot, is 
completely broken up. The water filled the depot 
to the depth of about five feet, but subsided without 
doing any material damage. ‘The company fortu- 
nately had a car or two at the Engine House at the 
Ilydraulics, with which they were able to send ont 
the passengers this morning. The curs will start 
from the Hydraulics for two or three days, until the 
track is repaired. ‘I'he entire loss sustained by the 
company in buildings, injury to the road, &c., will 
amount to three or four thousand dollars. 

But the most deplorable effect of the gale is the 
destruction of life. How many lives have been de- 
stroyed it is impossible, us yet, to ascertain. T'wen- 
ty-five bodies of men, women and children have 
been recovered and taken to the Court House, for 
identification by relations and friends. ‘The bodies 
of five children in one wagon have just passed our of- 
fice. Sixteen persons, men, women and children, 
are missing from Wilkeson’s Foundry. Two ser- 
vant girls employed at Huff's Hotel, slept in the 
basement. The side walk fell in and filled the room 
with water before they could excape. Both were 
drowned. Their names were Helen Bynam, Lrish, 
and Catharine Redding. ‘The parents of the latter 
live in Collins. Thus farthe number of dead as- 
certained is as follows : 

Nine men, ten women and thirteen children,thir- 

wo in all. But a few have as yet been recog- 
nized. Among the number is a man named Smith, 
who lived on Elk street, his wife and two children, 
a child of Wm. Nelson, living on Ohio street, and 
James Smith, whose body was washed up on Sene- 
ca street, and was identified by his wife. Also,two 
families named Smith, fourteen in all, the heads of 
whom were employed at Wilkeson’s furnace, one 
of them a stove-mounter, from Albany, the other a 
moulder,fron: Rochester. Also a young man nam- 
ed Ploof, moulder, from Jefferson county. Mrs. 
Stalcom and three children, recently from Seneca 
Falls; a man named Metot, and another named 
White, who resided at Williamsville. 

The man who kept the boat-house on the penin- 
sula—we think his name was Gilbert—with his son 
and a son of the widow Osier, were all drowned. 
‘The boat-house keeper and son about daylight at- 
tempted to swim across the creek, but were swept 
down by the fierce current. 

‘These are in brief the particulars of this disaster 
so far as we have been able to gather them this 
morning. ‘The loss of property it is impossible to 
estimate, but it far exceeds any occasioned by any 
previous gale, and must amount to inany thousands 
of dotlars. Great nambers of families have lost 
every thing. From the south side of Seneca-stseet, 
down to the harbor, and sweeping round below tle 
Terrace to the northern bounds of the city, the 
whole extent is strewed with the wreck of this fear- 
ful gale. Houses are submerged and blown down, 
canal boats are strewed in smull fleets a quarter of 
a mile or more from the harbor and canals, and 
acres are covered with broken fragmeuts of dwell- 
ings, lumber, barrels, wood, staves, &c. Never did | 
any disaster that has afflicted our city, appeal more 


powerfully to the sympathies of the humane and 
benevolent. ‘There must be hundreds who are des- 
titute of every thing: and no time should be lost in ; 
ministering to their distresses. |

Nothing 
has been saved from her. 

We also through the master of the brig Ventro- 
so, learn that the evening of the blow they were in 
company with the brig Saratoga, of Boston, and the 
next day they fellin with the upper works of a 
vessel which coincided with that of hers. It is 
therefore feared from nothing yet having been 
heard of her crew, that they may have met a wa- 
tery grave. 

The wrecker Water Witch, has arrived with the 
Captaimand crew of the American brig Pantheon, 
McFales, master, from Thomaston, with a cargo 
of Lime, bound to New Orleans. The Pantheon 
encountered the late gale on the 6th instant, when 
after loosing all her sails, she took fire, and was 
run on shore near Gorda (Gotha) Cay, when she 
burnt down to the water's edge. Providentially no 
lives were lost. 

The American brig Partridge, Doughty, master, 
from Bath, Maine, bound to the Havana, with a 
cargo of Lumber, while off Abxco, in the gale al- 
so of the Gth. lost all her masts, spars, sails and 
rigging, when she proceeded for this port under ju- 
ry masts, and arrived on the 10th. She has suffer- 
ed little damage in her hull, but was obliged to 
throw overboard a part of her deck load. 

Captain Doughty reports seeing a large ship in 
distress after the blow, running through the Berry 
Island passage. She appeared light of cargo, and 
had lost some of her upper spars. Did not speak 
her. 

The Royal Mail Steamer Trent, arrived at Nas- 
sau, from Havana, on Sunday, the 13th inst., and 
reported passing twelve vessels bottom At 
Nassau, although the gale was severe, the damage 
was trifling. 

The barque Robert Morris sailed from Nassau 
on the 15th for New Orleans, with the passengers 
of the ship Fairfield, of New York, whose loss has 
been previously reported. 

Schr Herald, Rogers, sailed for Baltimore on the 
14fh, and the schr. Jane, Sims, for Charleston, on 
the 15th.

at Key West, together with an extra from the 
Light of the Reef, detailing the disasters of a terri- 
ble gule: 
“Wey West, Oct. 10th, 1844. 
“In addition to the details of the disasters by the 
gale, which you will find in an extra from the 
office of the Light of the R ef, I send you the fol- 
lowing: 
“Eighty passengers from the ship Atlantic, 
wrecked on Careystord Reef,arrived here this moin- 


leans. 

“The sloop Mount Vernon, was lost with all 
hands, except two. 

“The schooners May Flower, Orator, and Foam, 
have just arrived. Also, brig Algonquin, of Phila- 
delphia, dismasted. 

“Here, in Key West, every fruit tree presents 
the appearance ofa fire having crisped and burnt 
them up. 

“The straits between Cuba and this place, are 
strewed with wrecks.”
